been far from that. It is the duty of the Opposition 
flinches to oppose strenuously any piece of legislation 
Which they consider inimical to the best interests of 
the country. 

And there has been plenty of evidence that they 
have ample warrant for objecting to the Hellyer plans 
for turning the armed forces upside down by rolling 
the three services into one and obliterating the identi¬ 
ties of the navy, army and air force. 

Nor have credible reasons been advanced Tor such 
a drastic revolution of the military structure. 

No doubt the unification bill would have been 
passed eventually in any case; the parliamentary line¬ 
ups indicate this to be likely. But in its ruthless 
pursuit of a policy condemned by most of its chief 
military advisers—who suffered by loss of their posts 
for daring to express their views—the government 
has now moved to shut off any further debate. 

The Conservative MPs, however, have done their 
duty well by reflecting by acute and informed criticism 
the unease held in many parts of the country about 
unification. On the government side there must be 
those Liberals who will vote in favor of the bill against 
their own best judgment, putting party before the 
good of the services and of the nation in general. 

They will have to live with that inner knowledge; 
for their part the Conservatives can rest on laurels 
they have earned. 

Mr. Caoue.tte said interestingly enough that if 
unification doesn't work there will be time to change 
it. This might not be as easy to do as to say, but it 
is a fact that Mr. Hellyer has said the plan will take 
five and probably more years to become totally ef¬ 
fective. Why it should take so long hef explains no 
more satisfactorily than do his arguments in favor of 
unification, except as suggesting he does not know 
precisely into what he is heading. 

As it proceeds piece-meal the weaknesses and ill 
judgment of trying to coalesce the separate services 
into one should be revealed; allowing that the defence 
department doesn’t as usual confine itself to ambig¬ 
uous statements designed to boost its own credit. 
Then the Opposition may be given another chance to 
emphasize the fallacy of unification. 

And if it is going to take five or eight years to 
weld the forces into a single homogeneous mass it is 
worth remembering that the tables could turn in that 
period of time. Governments do rot go on for ever. 
Nor do cabinet ministers wrth-apecial bees buzzing in 
their bonnets for either good or ill. 

A complete change of military policy reversing 
the ideas of the defence minister might be neither 
practical nor possible; but a new administration or a 
less stubborn minister might be amenable to modifi¬ 
cations that would harmonize traditional concepts with 
the needs of modern progress.

In the valleys of the Fraser 
and Columbia rivers, people 
are saying this enuki be ihe

It has been a tough winter 
In British Columbia interior, 
with more snow on the 
mountains and high plateaus 
than In any year tonce records 
first were kept In 1935. 

And it Is a cool spring, 
which means Ihe runoff has 
been slow. 


The valley people remember 
rainy nights in tent cities on 
high ground. They remember 
emwgency fond airlifts. They 
remember the muddy Fraser 
flowing across several miles 
of rich farmland into the clear 
blue of Harrison Lake lor the 
first time tiy anybody's 
memory. 

They remember digging 
earth with iheir hare hands to 
fill the sandbags for toe dikes. 

In 1948 Ihe authorities esti¬ 
mated 32.000 civilians and 
1,500 service personnel took 
part in flond control and 
evacuation efforts. 

Flood fighters labored 
through the nights in the eerie 
glow of army searchlights 
while trucks carried refugees 
and livestock to high ground. 


Kenneth Kferaan. minister 
of recreation and MLA for the 
Fraser Valley riding at ChilU- 
wack. said: 

"I have been observing the 
situation very closely. 1 don't

Four with a Chance 

So. in surveying the British golf scene for the young men 
capable of raising the Union Jack over a few foreign club¬ 
houses, I restrict myself to four players whose putting styles 
give them a chance: 

Neil Coles. George Will, dive dark and Peter Townsend. 

I add the name of a fifth—Tony Jaeklln—because I believe he is 
the best and toughest young newcomer Britain has found in 
five year*. 

I do not believe that we shall see whether Townsend is to 
become a world-beater for at least four years. Much the same 
applies to Clark, for both these youngsters have been persuaded 
to change their natural swing* as soon as they joined the pro¬ 
fessional circuit. 

For heavens sake, why? Henry Cotton taught himself guff 
and hit swing hasn't changed throughout all his brilliant years 
from boyhood to the status of lone elder statesman. Natural 
golfers don't need to be taught. I've never had a lesson in my 
life. I've received—and offered-plenty at tipe about the game. 
But that should be the start and end of it. 

Happily Coles and Jacklin are now sufficiently experienced 
campaigners lo know the truth of my woids and to have 
escaped the doubtless well-meaning intentions of those who 
want to change the fundamentals of their style*. It is to these 
men that I look for Britain's biggest successes of the neih 12 
months at home and abroad. 

There are many other names that will probably flash 
to the fore during our own British live-month season. But let 
us no longer deltaic ourselves that fame in ou* own backyard 
means much to the res' of the world. The real challenge to 
America now is coming from the Far East and if Britain Is 
to stay in the race we'd better learn to accept the fact that 
we must rethink our putting principles. For putting, at world 
level, ia the key to winning golf.

Resident Savs Bylaw Discriminates 


Esquimalt Generates Own Noise

Eaqiam alt's controversial 
anti-noise bylaw has just got 
ao go, according to W. E. 
Stokes. 1139 Lyall. 

He charged Friday that the 
bylaw discriminates between 
people who make money for 
the municipality and the ordi¬ 
nary taxpayer. 

“There's a sports shew on 
•t the arena right now.” he 
said, “and there's a diesel 
generator running all night to 
provide tights. 


"This is right across the 
road from me, and the noise 
of that and of people scream¬ 
ing and howling keeps me 
awake all night. 

"Ifet it I went outside and 
used a power mower on my 
town, I could be pinched and 
fined, for contravening this 
bylaw,” he said.

Mr. Stokes maintained thst 
he was not against the arena 
activity, but objected to the 
bylaw which discriminated 
against the private citizen. 


"As far at I'm concerned 
people can enjoy themselves, 
even if it does keep me 
•wake, but why should they 
make a mockery of this 
bylaw? 

“After toil weekend that 
law will just have to go, 

“It seems that If people are 
going to be making money for 
the municipality they can go 
along and get a permit to 
make a noise. 

"But can I get a permit to 
cut my grass at 2 a.rn.?” ‘ 


He said the generator is 
kepC naming all night, and 
that the noise of people goes 
on until midnight.

Under the bylaw, passed 
last fall, after a stormy 
session, it is “unlawful for 
any person or persons within 
the geographical limits of the 
municipality of Esquimau to 
make or cause any noise or 
sound which disturbs or tends 
to disturb the quiet, peace, 
rest, enjoyment or conveni¬ 
ence of the neigh bo thood. 


It is. however, possible for 
the chief of police to give 
permits for various displays 
upon application. 

Police chief J. K. Smart 
refused to say whether he had 
received or granted an appli¬ 
cation. 

“I don't keep my files at 
home with me,” he said. 

Sports activities authorized 
by the recreation director are 
also exempt from the regula¬ 
tion, but director Harold 
Moist was out of town, and 
unavailable for comment.

Garden Notes 
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Fertilize \ow 


By M. V. CHESN1 T 

On* of the hazard* to early 
strawberries is ground front during the* 
critical Moesoming period. Hie straw¬ 
berry plants themselves are tough and 
haw a high degree of resistance in 
froat. but the delicate sex organs in the 
open blossoms can be blighted if 
temperatures at ground level drop even 
a few degrees below the freezing point. 

This danger la increased when the 
soil between the plants and between the 
rows has been freshly cultivated, tor 
the cun s warmth stored In (he ground 
Is lost very quickly in newly-starred soil. 
For this reason, any cultivatin* that 
needs doing should be completed well 
ahead of blossom time. 


Moat strawberry beds need same 
attention In the spring, and the first Job 
is to remove all deed leaves from the 
plants, together with any rubbish or 
litter which may have bksvn in. Then 
prick over the ground lightly and 
shallowly with a digging fork, at the 
same time working In a dressing of a 
good general fertilizer. Make sure it is 
a garden fertilizer and not one 
e*pe<ially formulated tor lawns; a lawn 
fertilizer would stimulate the growth of 
leaves at the expense of fruit. Many 
cases of "all leaf and no berries" have 


been traced to the use of the wrong 
fertilizer. 

One way of telling whether a 
fertilizer is for lawns of for gardens la 
by the numbers on the bag. If the first 
figure is the highest, chances are it is a 
lawn fertilizer. Thus. 20-5-5 or 10-6-4 or 
2T-14-fi A ap5_for lawns, while 4-12-4 or 5-10- 
5 or 6-6-6 mixes are for gardens. A 
suitable doeage for a straw4>erry bed i» 
about l‘s cupfuls per square yard. 

After scattering dry bag fertilizer, 
brush tlie plants over lightly with the 
lawn rake to dislodge any of the 
chemical eremites which may be 
clinging to the leave*. 


No fertilizer will be needed if the bed, 
was mulched wih old rotted manure 
after the autumn cleanup. In this case, 
the lea surface disturbance now the 
better, and aQ that is required >s to 
take off dead leaves and clear away 
any blown rubbish. 

If you set out new strawberry plants 
last faH. they should be looked over 
carefully for evidence of heaving or 
lifting during last winter's frosty spells. 
The alternate freezing and thawing of 
•oil tends to heave plants out of the 
ground; any such lifted plants should be 
firmed down with the feet. 

Peach blossom is seldom blighted by 
froat, even though peaches bloom early 


in the spring Imagine this Is because 
the blossom* are usually borne well off 
ihe ground, high enough to escape 
ground frusta, and because moat of us 
grow our peaches against sunny walls, 
which offer some frost protection. 

• * * 

We have a different blossom hazard 
with peaches, though, lor the opening of 
the blossoms often coincides with a 
period of cold winds, when Insect 
activity is at low ebb. Bees and other 
pollinating insects tend to hole up and 
go on a sitdown strike when the 
weather is not to their hking. and 
pollination may suffer. It Is a good idea, 
then, to play Cupid to your plants and 
doa little hand-polhnating 

Among old-time English gardeners, 
the traditional implement for this job 
was a rabbit's tail tied to the end of a 
light bamboo poie. I don't bstf# I' 
rabbit's tail, so I use a Q-Tip, twirling 
this gently In the eye of each bloosom 
tn turn, thereby transferring pollen. 
Faiing Q-Tlps, use a little swab of 
cotton on the end of a too *1 pick 

TTy* kinds of peaches we jfmsv 
ordinarily in B.C. can set fruit with 
their own pollen, so no "husband'* tre# 
is necessary. Occasionally, though, "you 
may ran «Efaaa an eastern variety such 
as J. H. Hale which is self-sterile, 
needing a mate of another variety 
before fruit is produced.
